1 . Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 : 
I. Group I, claim(s) 1-42, 44-62, and 125, drawn to a telecommunication 
method and system in a radiotelephone system having message storage 
or retrieval, classified in class 455, subclass 412.1. 



II. Group II, claim(s) 95-124, 131 and 132, drawn to a telecommunication 
method and apparatus for a transmitter and receiver at same station 
having radiotelephone equipment detail and integrated with other device 
classified in class 455, subclass 556.1. 

III. Group III, claim(s) 63-80, 82-94, and 1 26-1 30, drawn to a 
telecommunication method and apparatus for a transmitter and receiver at 
same station having radiotelephone equipment detail comprising of base 
station detail, classified in class 455, subclass 561. 

2. The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 
a. Inventions I, II and III are related as subcombinations disclosed as usable 
together in a single combination. The subcombinations are distinct from each 
other if they are shown to be separately usable. In the instant case, invention III 
has separate utility such as base station. See MPEP § 806.05(d).
